London, March 6.—Emperor William's 
atter to Lord Tweedmouth, first lord 
of the admiralty, in which, it is charg- 
ed, his majesty attempted to influence 
the nava] policy of Great Britain, has 
created a great stir in England, and 
much popular indignation. Tne em- 
peror is accused of grave meddling 
with the British naval estimates, and 
the reply of Lord Tweedmouth that the 
communication was purely personal is 
considered unsatisfactory, and has al- 
layed neither the anxiety nor the in- 
dignation of the public. 

At the close of this afternoon’s sit- 
ting of the house of commons, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Asquith alluded 
to the episode. He said that an imme- 
diate statement seemed to be required 
in the public interest. “It is a fact,”’ 
declared the chancellor, “that on Feb- 
ruary 18 Lord Tweedmouth received a 
letter from the German emperor. 

“It was a purely personal and pri- 
vate communication, conceived in an 
entirely friendly spirit. My noble 
friends, the answer was equally pri- 
vate and informal, and neither the 
letter nor its answer was known or 
communicated to the cabinet. [I m :

letter arrived the cabnet had come to 
its final decision with regard to the 
nava)] estimates for this year’: 


Want Matter Aired. 


There is an insistent demand that 
the matter be aired in parliament, and 
Lord Tweedmouth hag -ntimated that 
further information will be given in 
the house of lords on March 9. It is a 
question, howevef, whether the com- 
munication of the German emperor will 
be made public without the consent of 
the writer, as well as that of King 
Edward. 

In the meantime the matter was 
taken up by the cabinet at its meet- 
ing this afternoon, but no official an- 
nouncement of any course of action has 
been made.

Detroit, Mich., March 6.—Elwood 
Hance, vice president of the Union 
Trust Company of this city, and former 
postmaster of Detroit, shot and killed 
himself today in his home here. Friends 
say that he had been’ greatly  de- 
pressed over his financial affairs for 
some time. 

Mr. Hance’'s health also had not been 
good, and it is supposed that this ag- 


to shoot himself. Mr. Hance was born 
in Wilmington, Del. 

He came to Detroit in 1876. He was 
admitted to the bar and in 1889 was 
appointed postmaster. When the Union 
Trust Company was formed he was 
made secretary and later vice pres- 
ident. He was 56 years old. 

President F. W. Blair, of the Union 
Trust Company, and Henry Russell, 
one of the directors and the company’s 
legal counsel, deny emphatically that 
the affairs of the Union Trust Com- 
pany are in any way involved by any 
of Mr. Hance’s financial difficultiss. 
They also deny that the affairs of the 
faile City Savings Bank, for which 
the Union Tru:. Company, is receiver, 
is entangled by Mr. Nance’s manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Hance was at his office yester- 
day as usual, and after gupper last 
night, spent the evening: at cards with 
his family. The suicide came on the 
eve of a two or three months’ vaca- 
tion with salary which the officers of 
the company were planning to give 
him. 

Close friends say that Mr. Hance”s 
personal financial affairs had been 
badly entangled for some time and 
that he had been undergoing a tre- 
mendous mental strain as a result. 

About four weeks ago the Union 
Trust Company was in a measure re- 
organized and Frank W. Blair, auditor 
of the People's State Savings Bank, was 
elected president, which office had 
been vacant for about a year since the 
death of William C. McMillan. 

While it is intimated by some that 
disappointment over the elevation of 
an outside man over him in the Union 
Trust Company contributel largely to 
Mr. Hance’s depression, Henry Russell, 
director and legal counsel, says that 
Mr. Hance had been told long before 
the election that he could not be made 
head of the institution.

Frank Bovd Garv was born March 9, 
1860. He is a nephew of the late Gen- 
eral Mart W. Garv. He graduated 
from Umion college in !I88!, and Is a 
lawver by profession. In 1890 he was 
elected to the house of representatives, 
and servec. as a member of the constI- 
tutional convention in 1895. In 1896 
he was elected speaker of the house, 
and served in that capacity for five 
years. He was a candidate for gov- 
ernor in 1902. being the first to advVo- 
cate local option as between prohibi- 
tion and the state dispensary. 

Mr. Gary comes of a distinguished 
family, having one brother, Eugene B. 
Gary. on the supreme court bench of 
the state, and another, Ernest Gary, as 
a circuit judge. He himself has acted 
a special circuit Judge. He !s a 
nephew of the late General Mack Gary, 
a famous confederate general.

Democrats Endorse Him for the 
Presidential Nomination, 


BRYAN IS BADLY BEATEN’ 


Minnesotans Rally to the Cause of 
Watterson’s Dark Horse and 
Strongly Urge Him as Dem- 
ocracy’s Standard Bear- 
er—Vote Represented 
the Majority. 


Paul, Minn., March 6.—The demo- 
cratic state committee of Minnesota 
this afternoon after a bitter fight 
adopted a resolution indorsing Governor 
John A. Johnson, of Minnesota, for the 
democratic: presidential nomination, and 
recommending that he be named by the 
national convention at Denver next July. 
As the meeting of the committee was 
presided over by Frank C. Day, private 
secretary of the governor, and who 
voted for the/ Johnson resolution on 
every test and on the final ballot, the 
action of the committee this afternoon 
is held. by political leaders as placing 
the governor formally in the race for 
the democratic presidential nomination. 
The Johnson resolution was earried by 
a vote of 68 to 23 after the Bryan ad- 
herents had forced two test yotes, on 
both of which they yYere defeated. The 
Bryan men insisted on a roll eall on 
every vote, and g¢ e notice in. their 
speeches on the 9 nal resolution that 
theye would not ¥ ,ound by the action 
of the state committee, but would make 
a fight throughout the state for a dele- 
gation from Minnesota to the national 
convention instructed for the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan. Moreover, a meet- 
ing of Bryan adherents, held at the 
Rvan hotel immediately after the ad- 
journment of the state committee, 
formed a Bryan organization which pro- 
poses to carry the contest against John- 
son into every precinct of the state.

_ARE PLACED AT REST 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 6.—Collinwood 
today came to a full realization of her 
woe. Slowly and solemnly the proces- 
gions of death began to wend their 
way toward the cemeteries, bearing 
the battered and charred .remains of 
geome of the hundred and sixty-seven 
children whose lives wer esnuffed out 
in Wednesday morning's catastrophe in 
the Lakeview school. From 9 o'clock 
in the morning unti] dusk there Was 
no cessation on the funeral corteges. 
Those who had no dead to mourn as a 
personal los, stood in the streets with 
bared heads as the grim processions 
passed. There was searcely a dry eye 
in Collinwood. One of the sad _ fu- 
nerals was that of the three children of 
Janitor Hirter, held jotntly with the 
service, for three other little ones. 

Mutterings against ..e janitor could 
be heard about the village as grief- 
crazed parents sought an object upon 
which to wreak vengeance, forgetting 
as they aid that Hirter himself was 
walking with bowed head and proken- 
heart behind the biers of three of his 
joved ones. A detail of police was 
placed around the Hirter home when 
the hour for the funeral caine. Fully 
five hundred persons had gathered, but 
when the coffins were carried to the 
doorway the crowd spread and opened 


them without protest or 

hostility.

The foreign office today said it was 
quite correct that Emperor William 
some time ago wrote a letter to Lord 
Tweedmouth, but the asserffon made 
by the London Times that his majesty 
had endeavored to interfere in the 
naval plans of Great Britain was char- 
acterized as untrue. 

Hiis majcsty, in nis letter, corrected 
certain erroneous impressions in Eng- 
land with regard to the development of 
the German fleet. In naval matters the 
emperor is entitled to consideration ag 
an expert, it was explained at the for- 
eign office, and he ig recognized as 
such in England as well as in Germany. 
As mperor of Germany, he would re- 
ject any foreign attempt to decide the 
proportions of the German fleet and 
on this basis would repudiate the idea 
that he had interfered in the naval af- 
fairs of Great Britain. The German_of- 
ficial view is that there is no reason 
why the letter should not be published, 
but it is declared that the matter is a 
personal one between the emperor and 
Lord Tweedmouth. 

The newspapers of Berlin observe 
great caution in commenting on the 
episode, averring that they consider it 
improper to express opinions without 
full knowledge of what his majesty 
really said. Only one newspaper, the 
Berliner Zeitung, veterans to express 
its agjiof that the emperor has written 
with “indiscreetfulness of expression to 
a foreign official.” 

It is considered likely here that Lord 
Tweedmouth will make an explanation 
fully protecting Emperor William from 
the allegation that he has attempted 
to influence the official acts of the 
British admfralty or cabinet. 

It is regretted, however, that any- 
thing should be seized upon by the op- 
ponents of Germany in England while 
the British naval estimates are under 
discussion and when Germany is about 
to launch her first improved battleship 
of the Dreadnaught type.

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CARE IN SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION. 


Terrible in its consequences, the Cleveland public school disaster, in 
which fire and panic cost more than 150 youthful lives, has stirred other 
communities to realization of the grave necessity of exercising the utmost 
precaution in the construction of buildings in which hundreds of children 
‘are to be housed. 

Alderman Frank A. Pittman, formerly Atlanta’s public building inspector, 
calls attention to conditions in this respect here at home which he regards 
as neither safe nor healthful. Specifically, his reference is to school build- 
ings of three stories, containing twelve to sixteen rooms, some of which can 
in no sense be considered fire-proof. Such conditions, it is pointed out, are 
wholly unnecessary at the present low prices at which lots can be secured, 
and more and smaller buildings with fewer grades would conduce not only 
to the safety, but also to the health of the pupils. 

That too great precaution cannot be taken in safeguarding the lives of 
the children is the lesson of the Cleveland holocaust. 

With present knowledge and facilities, it is little short of criminal to 
put school children into a huge, badly constructed tinder box. School build- 
ings must be made as nearly fire-proof as possible, and there is a gratifying 
| disposition on the part of the city authorities to pursue this policy of con- 
‘struction. 

But, regardless of fire-proof structure, exits must be plentiful and easy 
of access. It was the absence of easy exits—some of them were even 
locked—that made the Cleveland sacrifice possible. School buildings should 
be so constructed that every room may be within easy reach of at least one 
outlet. With three stories, this is not practicable, hence the three-story con- 
struction should, as Alderman Pittman urges, be abandoned. 

Council should make provision that all future school construction shall 
approach as nearly as possible to fire-proof and shall have sufficient and 
accessible exits to insure safety in any emergency. 

Moreover, attention should be devoted now to the application of these 
principles to existing school buildings, in so far as is possible. 

There should be no single shred of doubt as to the safety and security 
of Atlanta’s schoq] children.

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| PREJUDICE AGAINST “BUSINESS AGRICULTURE.” 


It is testified by persons who have ridden on the agricultural-educational 
train now touring Georgia that one of the main obstacles encountered in 
pushing the propaganda of scientific farming is the hesitation of many 
sturdy, successful farmers to believe they ean learn things from men who 
have not toiled between plow-handles. 

The viewpoint is not a new one. It has operated in the past to bar 
the progress of what might better be called “business” agriculture. But it is 
vanishing marvelously before the march of practical demonstration in Geor- 
gia, and the more profitable, more productive creed of “business” agriculture 
now numbers in its ranks an army of the most intelligent and progressive 
farmers in the state. 

Which suggests an infallible and a perfectly feasible plan for hastening 
the harvest which is to come from the planting of this militant propaganda 
in Georgia. 

Preaching is essential, practice is more effectual. Demonstration by 
proof makes more converts than demonstration by argument. 

Why, then, should not the agricultural-educational forces of the state 
concentrate their energies on inducing a few representative farmers in every 
county to adopt on a small scale, upon their own land, the methods which 
science has demonstrated to be better than those inherited from the past? 

This would mean an exhibit, in each county of the state, of the dividend- 
paying workings of scientific agriculture. Men, however prejudiced, however 
bound to tradition, do not question the evidence of their eyes. 

Where the plan suggested has been inaugurated on the initiative of the 
farmer it has proved a veritable center for the radiation of such methods 
over the entire county. Why not persuade, then, at least one farmer in 
each county to devote even a small patch of his ground to missionary work 
that is absolutely sure in its results?

The Washington Herald, commenting on a recent declaration by Robert 
C, Ogden in favor of federal aid to education in the south, deprecates that 
gentleman’s -views for the reason that the south would Be too sensitive to 
accept as largesse from the nation a bounty not extended to other sections. 
he proposal, The Herald intimates, could not be entertained with cordiality 
by the south, since it would brand our people as. unable, above all other 
sections, to take care of its illiterate hosts. 

We assume, primarily, that the arguments of The Herald, however 
praiseworthy, are based on a false premise. We do not know that Mr. 
Ogden favors federal aid to southern educational enterprises to the exclusion 
of those of other parts of the country. 

The contention of The Constitution has been to the effect that the fed- 
eral government could amply afford to aid ALL sections of the union in the 
matter of education in specified channels. Illiteracy is not confined to the 
south. ‘There is a large percentage of it in even rural New England, not 
to mention the middle and the far west. There exists no logical reason why 
the government, in coordination with the states and with respect to local 
| conditions, cannot do its part in eliminating this illiteracy that is handicap- 
ping people no less its citizens than citizens of their respective states. 

The south asks no bounties or gratuities from any source. In a scheme, 
however, that contemplates justifiable governmental expenditure in the inter- 
ests of the people, the south would forfeit none of its self-respect nor priv- 


ileges in accepting its pro rata share.

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“How Long Is It?” 
We live, as well as speak and think 
and. write, in epigrams today. 
Something of the speed and the im- 


late thought and action. If brevity is 
the soul of wit, it igs no less the vital 
spark of the twentieth century. 

That underlying fact explains the 
prevalence of the short story, the pop- 
ularity of the poem that is abbreviated, 
the performance in vaudevilie that gets 
itself through quickly and—speak it 
with guarded utterance—the sermon 
that steers clear of the “'’steenthly, 
brethren.” 

Make this experiment: Try to read 
an extract from a newspaper, a book, 
Or @ magazine to your wife or. your 
husband or your uncle or your aunt. 
About the first query that will come 
in accents faintly protesting if not 
mournful is, “How long is it?” 

If it is very “long” you will make 
someone unhappy, or content yourself 
with a bored audience. The thing that 
tickles you must also get to the funny- 
bone of your listener; the thing that 
appeals to your human interest must 
make the same impression upon his 
heart or mind—if it is “long.” 

Otherwise, history is apt to repeat 
itself. You are likely to be met with 
the look or the word that spells the 
meaning of a certain distinguished 
personage whom, it is rumored, weary 
of the long-drawn-out lullaby or pro- 
vincial orators, advised harshly— 

“Cut it out!” 


“A Lighthouse on the Sea of Life.’ 


Commenting recently upon the trend 
of literature, the spirit of the times 
aS seen in eSsay, poetry and fiction, 
The New York Evening Post quoted an 
extremely happy line which nearly 
Summarizes those things we see pre- 
vailing in the art of the moderns. 

The Poet dwelt on the fiction that 
wove itself about the “short and sim- 
ple annals of the poor,” and spoke of 
the gleam shining dimly from the win- 
dow of a city tenement as “a lighthouse 
On the sea of life.’ It is, as a matter 
of record, from this Standpoint' that 
the notable writers of today treat their 
themes. 

Mention was made, also, of the things 
actual, of commerce, and steel and elec- 
tricity and those elements that domi- 
nate twentieth century existence—as 
— and parcel of the literature of our 
day. ; 

The estimate is a just one. We live in 
an age that ig above all else, vital. Our 
problems, even, have to do with issues 
that vibrate with life, and that concern 
themselves with things lying very close 
to the world of substance and emotions 
beginning to gnaw from under the 
veneer, 

The Deadly Pamphleteer. 

The deadly pamphleteer is stil) with 
us, although time has blunted his claws 
and the spread of education has taken 
a woeful tuck in his prevalence. 

In the middle of the last century and 
before the newspaper had reached the 
many-sided perfection of today, the 
lightnings and thunder of his kind were 
of some avail in England and this 
country; they are still a factor in the 
political and literary Ife of France, 
which nation handicaps the world with 
the greatest ease in the matter of do- 
ing mental and - verbal pyrotechnics 
gracefully. 

In the United States the art has 
fallen on evil days. The news stands 
still bristle, it is true, with the square 
little things that generally contain the 
more or less throbbing and . original 
and pertinent thoughts of a single in- 
dividual. But they are not as many, 
not as virile, not as seriously consid- 
ered as their lustier forerunners of 
many decades ago. 

One or two of them, perhaps, appeal 
to a fairly large clientele. Oddity of 
style, pungency of treatment, the very 
rare gift of putting a convincing new 
dress on a threadbare idea give one or 
two or them a certain distinction. But 
the allied facts that the man who has 
anything especially vital to say today 
has no difficulty getting a hearing tn 
the daily press; that the writers of 
striking force and patent originality are 
speedily exalted go the bosoms of tne 
magazines and their daily brethren; 
and that more of us are engaged these 
times in doing our own thinking—make 
it desperately hard for any but the 
most unique of these periodical pam- 
phlets to survive the grueling test of 
an exacting and a somewhat cynical 
public approval. 

Relying, in the first and the last 
analysis, upon strength and charm of 
personality, and upon recognized sin- 
cerity and admitted equipment, the 
pamphlet that Nopes today for more 
than merely a class vogue must be of 
an excellence that ig seldom apparent. 


Mr. Marquis Gets Iconoclastic. 


A stony that makes you sit up and 
take notice from the first line, and that 
is always waiting round the corner to 
sandbag you with a delightful surprise, 
is not too frequent an occurrence in 
our magazine fiction. The average bit 
of fiction, !ndeed, rarely inuuces 4 
pleasant shock of heart failure. .uore 
likely is it apt to bring grief to the 
man who jig looking for something a Ht- 
tle new. 

A dearth of this cynic-breeding ele- 
ment is one of the main allurements of 
Uncle Remus’s Magazine. And a 
story by Don Marquis in the current 
issue is a gratifying specimen. ‘he 
Sixteenth Suitor’ takes liberties with 
the old-fashioned idea of story-telling 
that are startling; but of a thorough 
refreshment.

Editor Constitution: My attention has been 
called to the report in your Tuesday's issue 
of a speech made before counci! by Mr. Key. 

If the report is a correct one, Mr. Key has 
fallen into grave errors as to school matters. 

The board of education never at any time 
refused a hearing to ‘‘a committee of the 
Teachers’ Association.’’ 

Not only so, but the board has never de- 
clined to hear any man, woman or child 
that has sought to be heard. 

No contract for the bullding of schools has 
ever been made except by letting the same 
to the lowest bidder as provided by the city 
ordinances. Indeed, the toartl never acts 
alone in making such contracts. On the con- 
trary, before any such contracts are made 
the plans and bids are submitted to and 
approved by the finance committee of coun- 
ci! and the contract itself prep@tred for sig- 
nature by the city attorney. 

The board does not buy boks. Some years 
ago the board, differing with dealers as to 
the profit to be made on school books, did 
buy the bookg and sell them to pupils with- 
out offe cent of profit. The burden of that 
experience has prevented further experiment- 
ing on that line.

Dullness Still Pervades the 
Stock Exchange.

Harriman Paeifics Advanced Some, 
Notwithstanding Poor Showing 
of Report of Earnings—But 
Little News to Affect 
the Market,

New York, March 6.—The desultory 
operations of the habitua; tPading ele- 
ment continued to make up the stock 
market today, and those operations 
Originated almost exclusively within the 
four walls of the stock exchange. This 
trading had no developments of tmpor- 
tance in the general situation, or even 
in individual properties, to prompt it. 
Dealingg are entirely tentative, and are 
only followed up in the event of the 
testing process uncovering an availa- 
ble lead. This they have uniformly 
failed to do during the present week. 
The efforts of the bear element to dis- 
cover weak points earlier in the week 
having failed to dislodge any elective 
liquidation, the professionals have been 
more inclined to take the long side. As 
the floating supply of stocks is scanty, 
the buying by the traders is effective in 


}advancing prices, and prices are held 


so long as they hold the stocks they 
have bought. 

News developments were mixed to- 
day, and but little attention was paid 
to them. The Harriman Pacifics were 
conspicuous features when prices were 
advancing without regard to the poor 
showing made by the January report of 
net earnin of both companies. Heavy 
declines in gross earnings had no off- 
set, in either case, in any cutting down 
of operating cost which showed a gmall 
increase to be added to the gross de- 
crease for effect on the net earnings. 
The appointment of a receiver for the 
Western Maryland, a subsidiary Gould 
line, following the receivership for a 
Texas line, caused inevitable depression 
in other stocks of that group, and even 
more in some of the bonds. The inci- 
dent was of little general influence, 
however, although discussion of the 
prospects of some minor railroad prop- 
erties with a slender margin of earn- 
ings continued unfavorable. The stress 
laid on the official explanation of the 
receivership on the effect of the com- 
modity clause of the amended inter- 
state commerce law, requiring divest- 
ment of ownership by railroads of coal 
properties, was commented upon for its 
bearing upon the anthracite group. Kead- 
ing, however, was a feature of strength. 
St. Paul was helped by the confident 
views attributed to its president over 
the prospects of the company’s Pacilic 
eoast extension. The estimates of the 
week's currency movement indicated 4 
gain of something like $5,000,000 on 
balance from the interior gince the last 
bank statement. The renewal of the 
inflow to central banking reserves must 
be accepted as a deflection of unre- 
vived duliness in interior trade. The 
week's exports of Wheat have fallen 
off 1,290,000 bushels, and of corn Aa 
million bushels compared with last 
week. The almost total stagnation of 
the latter stock market caused but 
little yielding in the price level. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, par 
value, $1,654,000.

1-4 per cent on call.

New York, March 6.—A weak market 
followed the decline in Liverpool, which, 
in turn, was due to reports that the 
southern merchants were disposed to 
accept lower bids for their cotton on 
account of the absence of any demand 
from the American spinners. This led 
to many slow realizing sales, which 
gradually continued to the low point 
at the close on the decline. It was 
thought that the Mays, which were sold 
earlier in the week, were replaced, as 
that month maintained its premium 
over July. The movement was light, 
and the statistics were bullish, but the 
fear of further depression in business 
led to further bearish views, and, if 
possible, added to the depressed temper 
of the trade.

Chicago, March 6.—Lower cables and 
favorable outlook for the fall-sown crop 
of wheat in this country had a de- 
pressing effect today on the wheat 
market. The May delivery at the close 
showed a net loss of I-4c. Corn was 
1-4@3-8c higher. Oats were a _ shade 
lower. Provisions were 15@37 I-2c 
higher. 

The wheat market opened weak and, 
with the exception of two or three mild 
rallies, due to covering by shorts, con- 
tinued weak all day. The depression 
was chiefly caused by foreign news of 
a bearish character. With one excep- 
tion, all the European grain markets 
showed sharp losses because of liberal 
offerings from Argentina. Later in the 
day the selling in the local market 
Wag further increased by reports that 
the crop in the southwest had win- 
tered well. The market closed easy. 
May opened a shade lower at 98 1-2 to 
98 7-8c, advanced to 99 3-4@93 !-2c, and 
then declined to 98 |-4@98 3-8. The 
close was at 98 5-8@98 3-4c. Primary 
receipts were 422,000 bushels, against 
669,000 on the same day last year. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago re- 
ported receipts of 259 cars, against 224 
last week, and 4904 a year ago.
